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Ingredients: 
• 1 package brownie mix 
• 1 teaspoon vanilla extract 
• 20 lollipop sticks 
• 1 teaspoon vegetable oil 
• 1 cup chocolate chips (your choice of white, milk or dark) 
• 1 cup sprinkles 
• Brownie or cake pop pan 
• Non-stick cooking spray 

 
Directions: 

• Pre-heat oven to 350 degrees.  
• Coat brownie or cake pop pan with non-stick spray and place on top of a baking 

sheet. 
• Follow directions for brownie mix and add vanilla extract to batter. 
• Scoop 1 tablespoon of batter into each mold. Bake for about 10 minutes and 

remove pan from oven. Insert a lollipop stick into each brownie and return to the 
oven. Continue baking until firm and let rest about 20 minutes. 

• Combine chocolate chips with vegetable oil in a glass measuring cup. Microwave 
about 60 seconds, stirring occasionally until smooth. 

• Dunk top of each brownie pop into melted chocolate. Shake off excess chocolate 
and add sprinkles. 

• Place on a wax paper-lined baking sheet until ready to serve.
